Tn  this  50th  anniversary  year  of  the  national  ROTC 
program,  the  Presbyterian  College  unit  approaches 
its  48th  birthday. 

It  ranks  among  the  oldest  in  the  country  and 
boasts  an  outstanding  record  of  achievement  through 
the  years  as  an  integral  part  of  the  PC  program. 

The  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  was  estab- 
lished by  an  act  of  Congress  in  1916.  Today,  units  are 
on  247  college  campuses  which  last  spring  provided 
10,300  new  graduates  with  reserve  commissions  as 
second  lieutenants  in  the  United  States  Army.  The 
total  represented  more  than  70%  of  the  new  officers 
entering  service.  This  fact  emphasizes  the  importance 
of  the  ROTC  to  our  national  defense  almost  as  dra- 
matically as  the  major  role  played  by  reserve  officers 
in  World  War  II. 

The  Presbyterian  College  ROTC  battalion  came 
into  being  in  January,  1919,  shortly  after  World  War 
I.  By  the  time  this  country  was  drawn  into  World 
War  II  in  1941,  more  than  1,000  alumni  had  been 
trained  and  stood  ready  to  lead  troops  in  defense  of 
world  freedom.  Their  role  is  measured  in  part  by  the 
fact  that  65  died  in  combat. 

Some  saw  action  in  the  Korean  War,  where  five 
PC  alumni  died.  Many  have  remained  in  service  and, 
joined  by  their  younger  counterparts,  now  serve  in 
South  Vietnam  and  on  other  fronts  throughout  the 
world.  One,  George  Mabry  '40,  is  a  brigadier-general 
and  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  winner.  Two 
other  alumni  are  brigadier-generals  of  the  National 
Guard  —  Ansel  B.  Godfrey  '22,  James  G.  Jeanes  '35. 

Col.  George  Beatty  '38  serves  as  chief-of-staff 
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of  the  1st  Cavalry  air-assault  division  in  South  Viet- 
nam. Col.  Joel  M.  Hollis  '38  recently  received  the 
Legion  of  Merit  for  his  work  there  in  counter-in- 
surgency warfare;  and  Maj.  Chris  Patte  '56,  Capt. 
Robert  E.  Beddingfield  '62  and  Capt.  Charles  D. 
Watts  '62,  the  Bronze  Star  for  valor  under  fire.  On 
another  front,  Col.  John  C.  McCaskill  '32  is  currently 
the  American  advisor  to  the  Commanding  General 
of  the  Republic  of  Korea  armed  forces.  Capt.  Cecil 
Geddings  '57  advises  the  faculty  of  the  Saudi  Arabia 
Military  School. 

These  and  hundreds  of  other  PC  alumni  serve 
today  as  products  of  the  ROTC  program  —  in  the 
Regular  Army  or  as  reserve  officers  fulfilling  the 
two-year  tour  of  duty.  They  are  joined  each  year  by 
the  25  to  30  who  receive  commissions  along  with 
their  diplomas. 

Forerunner  to  ROTC  at  Presbyterian  College 
was  the  short-lived  Students'  Army  Training  Corps, 
operated  here  in  the  closing  weeks  of  World  War  I. 
Campus  facilities  were  placed  under  Army  jurisdic- 
tion for  this  program  which  began  on  October  1, 
1918,  and  was  terminated  on  December  12,  a  month 
after  the  Armistice. 

Approximately  100  students  were  enrolled  in  the 
SATC,  with  the  purpose  of  training  officers  to  assist 
the  war  effort.  Although  classwork  continued  on 
regular  schedule,  the  entire  school  was  oriented  to- 
ward the  military.  Barracks  regulations  were  en- 
forced in  the  dormitories,  with  "Reveille"  and  "Taps" 
signalling  the  start  and  close  of  each  day,  and  passes 
were  issued  to  leave  the  campus.  Close-order  drill 
was  conducted  twice  daily,  in  the  morning  and  after-

noon,  using  off-brand  foreign  rifles,  the  only  ones 
available. 

Within  a  few  weeks  after  closing  its  SATC 
operation  at  Presbyterian  College,  the  War  Depart- 
ment established  the  ROTC  unit  here  in  January, 
1919.  The  campus,  now  returned  to  a  civilian  atmos- 
phere, saw  the  military  routine  limited  to  drill  twice 
weekly  in  the  afternoon  and  one  hour  of  classwork 
on  tactics.  Ansel  Godfrey,  a  student  at  PC  then, 
recalls: 

"There  were  almost  100  students  in  the  two 
companies  of  the  battalion.  We  had  to  get  practically 
every  student  in  school  to  take  part  to  have  enough 
for  the  unit.  We  wore  regular  Army  uniforms,  with 
wrap-around  leggings,  and  drilled  on  the  old  foot- 
ball field  in  the  area  where  the  gymnasium  is  now. 
By  the  spring  of  1919,  the  Army  was  able  to  provide 
1903  Springfield  rifles." 

Maj.  Frederick  J.  de  Rohan  was  sent  by  the 
government  to  organize  the  unit,  but  the  first  real 
commandant  was  Col.  E.  L.  Glasgow,  US  Army  re- 
tired. He  served  in  this  capacity  until  the  summer 
of  1929,  when  Capt.  Robert  E.  Wysor,  Jr.,  assumed 
command. 

Wysor's  eight-year  tenure  (1929-37)  found  the 
PC  battalion  achieving  a  position  of  unusual  dis- 
tinction in  the  then  Fourth  Corps  Area.  In  com- 
petition with  units  of  all  other  colleges  and  universi- 
ties in  the  Southeast  at  Fort  McClellan  (Ala.)  sum- 
mer camp,  the  small  Presbyterian  contingent  won 
the  General  Proficiency  Cup  five  times  —  more  than 
any  other  institution. 

Robert  E.  Wysor,  Jr.,  moved  on  to  serve  else- 
where and  rose  to  the  rank  of  colonel  before  his  re- 
tirement in  Clinton  after  World  War  II.  But  his 
accomplishment  here  is  perpetuated  in  the  ROTC 
special-drill  platoon  named  the  Wysor  Rifles  and 
in  two  awards  made  annually  for  cadet  excellence. 

As  the  ROTC  program  developed  from  its  early 
beginning  at  Presbyterian,  drill  periods  were  in- 
creased to  five  days  weekly,  every  morning  Monday 
through  Friday,  from  7:15  to  8.  Calisthenics,  close- 
order  drill  and  the  manual  of  arms  were  featured 
throughout  the  week,  with  a  parade  or  review  and 
inspection  every  Friday  morning.  Classwork  broad- 
ened to  two  hours  weekly  for  the  required  basic 
course  and  three  hours  for  the  advanced  course. 

For  a  number  of  years,  after  putting  up  rifles 
at  the  close  of  drill,  the  companies  would  reassemble 


Alumnus  Ivey  Assumes  Unit  Command 

Lt.  Col.  Benjamin  F.  Ivey,  Jr. 
'49  returned  from  South  Vietnam 
in  August  to  become  the  new  pro- 
fessor of  military  science  at  PC. 
He  spent  a  year  as  advisor  to  a 
province  chief  with  the  Military 
Assistance  Command  in  the  Me- 
kong Delta  area,  engaged  in  mili- 
tary operations  against  the  Viet 
Cong  and  advised  on  economic  and  governmental 
matters.  His  work  there  earned  him  the  Legion  of 
Merit. 

Ivey  received  his  BA  degree  from  PC  in  1949  and 
immediately  entered  the  Army  as  an  infantry  second 
lieutenant.  He  served  tours  of  duty  in  the  Canal 
Zone,  Korea  and  prior  to  going  to  South  Vietnam, 
four  years  with  the  10th  Special  Forces  Group  (Air- 
borne) of  the  1st  Special  Forces  in  Germany.  Ivey 
has  attended  the  Command  and  General  Staff  Col- 
lege at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans.,  and  other  Army 
schools,  and  was  an  instructor  at  the  Infantry  School, 
Fort  Benning,  Ga. 

He  has  twice  been  awarded  the  Army  Commenda- 
tion Medal  and  is  also  the  holder  of  the  Bronze  Star, 
Combat  Infantry  Badge,  Senior  Parachute  Medal  and 
Air  Medal. 

Ivey  is  married  to  the  former  Kent  Wysor,  daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Col.  Robert  E.  Wysor,  Jr.,  former 
ROTC  commandant  here.  They  have  a  son  and 
daughter. 


in  the  area  between  Neville  Hall  and  Leroy  Springs 
Gymnasium  and  march  into  Neville's  second-story 
auditorium  for  3  a.m.  daily  chapel  exercises. 

By  the  1940-41  session,  the  battalion  had  reached 
a  high  of  230  cadets  in  three  companies  and  a  40- 
piece  band  that  played  for  military  ceremonies  and 
athletic  events.  Lt.  Col.  A.  H.  Cummings  served  as 
professor  of  military  science  and  tactics. 

World  War  II  brought  an  accelerated  program 
to  the  College,  and  the  ROTC  operated  right  through 
the  summer  months  —  even  as  the  student  body 
dropped  to  as  low  as  90  in  1944.  The  PC  campus  by 
this  time  had  become  home  to  another  group,  the 
cadets  of  the  39th  College  Training  Detachment  of 
the  Army  Air  Forces,  who  used  college  facilities  for 
their  preflight  training.  An  estimated  1,600  future 
airmen  were  trained  under  this  program  while  the 
college  maintained  its  regular  civilian  curriculum. 

The  years  since  World  War  II  have  brought 
notable  changes  in  the  Presbyterian  ROTC  program. 
Most  fundamental  of  all  was  the  shift  from  exclu- 
sively infantry  preparation  to  the  status  of  a  general 
military  service  unit.  This  means  a  graduate  has 
his  choice  of  a  number  of  Army  branches,  in  addition 
to  the  infantry  —  artillery,  armor,  ordnance,  quarter- 
master, adjutant  general,  transportation,  signal, 
chemical,  finance,  medical  service  and  military 
police. 

The  command  and  instructor  group  provided  by 
the  Army  has  grown  from  two  officers  and  a  sergeant 
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So   that   freedoms   of   life   and   worship   may   be   preserved 


to  four  officers  and  four  sergeants,  with  the  com- 
mandant limited  to  a  maximum  four-year  tour  of 
duty.  When  Lt.  Col.  Ben  Ivey  '49  assumed  command 
in  August,  1966,  he  became  the  fourth  PC  alumnus 
to  serve  in  the  PC  military  department.  Capt.  H.  M. 
Wilson  '36  spent  two  years  here  immediately  prior 
to  World  War  II  service,  in  which  he  was  killed. 
Powell  A.  Fraser  '41,  now  a  retired  colonel  and  PC 
development  director,  headed  the  unit  from  1946  to 
1950,  with  Felton  Moore  '41  as  his  assistant.  Moore, 
still  on  active  duty  as  a  colonel,  recently  left  com- 
mand of  the  Signal  School  at  Fort  Gordon,  Ga.,  for 
assignment  in  Korea. 

In  1961,  the  daily  drill  periods  that  had  been  a 
part  of  the  morning  schedule  for  more  than  three 
decades  were  changed  to  provide  a  single  two-hour 
period  on  Thursday  afternoon.  Close-order  drill  con- 
tinues to  be  an  important  part  of  this  training  rou- 
tine, but  increasing  emphasis  is  put  on  the  broad 
spectrum  of  leadership  responsibility,  especially  in 
terms  of  small-unit  operations,  and  more  diversified 
tactical  exercises. 

Participation  in  ROTC  is  required  of  all  PC 
freshmen  and  sophomores  physically  qualified.  The 
advanced  course,  leading  to  the  reserve  commission, 
is  elective  for  selected  juniors  and  seniors,  who  pro- 
vide the  unit  leadership.  Military  classroom  work 
and  the  drill  periods  earn  for  students  two  hours  of 
academic  credit  each  semester  in  the  basic  course 
and  three  hours  in  the  advanced  course.  The  six- 
weeks  summer  camp  at  an  Army  installation  be- 
tween the  junior  and  senior  years  continues  to  be 
an  important  part  of  the  training  program. 

This  first  semester  of  the  1966-67  session  there 


are  336  cadets  enrolled  in  the  Presbyterian  ROTC 
unit  —  well  over  half  of  the  male  registration.  Cadet 
officers  number  28. 

Supplementing  the  PC  battalion  activities  —  in 
addition  to  the  Wysor  Rifles  drill  platoon  —  are  the 
drum  and  bugle  corps,  a  rifle  team  which  fires  in 
intercollegiate  competition,  and  the  Society  of  Scab- 
bard and  Blade. 

The  annual  military  ball  and  two-day  Federal 
inspection  continue  to  be  highlights  of  the  spring 
schedule.  After  the  most  recent  inspection  of  last 
spring,  Col.  Robert  F.  Bayard,  heading  the  Third 
Army  inspection  team  from  Fort  Bragg,  N.  C,  cited 
the  Presbyterian  battalion  as  the  best  non-military 
school  unit  inspected  in  his  five-state  area. 

Earlier  last  year,  ROTC  cadets  were  among  the 
leaders  in  a  self-styled  Volunteer  Student  Move- 
ment that  collected  204  pints  of  "Blood  for  Vietnam" 
as  the  patriotic  rebuttal  of  the  Presbyterian  College 
student  body  to  the  demonstrations  of  protest  held 
on  some  campuses. 

In  the  broad  pattern  of  campus  experience,  the 
ROTC  stands  as  one  element  of  leadership  training 
for  the  individual.  Presbyterian  College  does  not 
glorify  militarism.  But  the  College  believes  that 
young  men  should  be  trained  in  the  art  of  military 
defense,  so  that  our  freedoms  of  life  and  worship  may 
be  preserved. 

As  taught  here,  ROTC  becomes  a  part  of  the 
noble  liberal  arts  concept  of  the  inherent  dignity 
of  man,  his  rights  and  his  potentialities.  And  from 
this  campus  crucible,  the  individual  learns  the  real 
meaning  of  why  he  fights  —  if  fight  he  must.

overflow  enrollment' 

An  enrollment  of  657  students, 
overflowing  into  off-campus  ac- 
commodations, began  PC's  87th 
session  on  August  22.  That  date  in- 
augurated a  new  calendar,  de- 
signed to  start  three  weeks  earlier 
and  complete  the  fall  semester  be- 
fore Christmas. 

Christmas  holidays  will  begin 
with  the  close  of  the  first-semes- 
ter examinations  on  December  17. 
When  students  return  on  January 
9,  they  will  immediately  register 
for  the  second  semester.  The 
spring  session,  in  turn,  will  end 
on  May  11,  followed  by  Com- 
mencement on  May  14.  Summer 
school  dates  for  1967  are  set  at 
June  5  -  August  11. 

Statistics  on  the  657  first-se- 
mester enrollment  show  521  men 
and  136  women.  They  are  divided 
into  573  resident  students  and  84 
day  students,  representing  16 
states  and  two  foreign  countries. 
South  Carolina  heads  the  field, 
with  328  enrolled.  Georgia  has  156 
North  Carolina,  55;  Florida,  53 
Tennessee,  13;  and  Alabama  and 
Virginia,  11  each. 

The  overflow  resident  situation 
again  this  year  has  caused  the  Col- 
lege to  take  over  the  third  floor 
of  the  Mary  Musgrove  Hotel  for 
men  students. 


Weersing  appointed 

President  Marc  C.  Weersing 
serves  as  chairman  of  the  Gover- 
nor's Statewide  Vocational  Re- 
habilitation Planning  Program. 

He  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Robert  E.  McNair  to  head  the 
group  of  14  civic,  educational, 
business  and  professional  leaders.

The  two-year  study  is  made 
possible  by  a  Vocational  Rehabili- 
tation Administration  grant  and 
is  being  administered  by  the  State 
Department  of  Vocational  Re- 
habilitation headed  by  Dr.  Dill  D. 
Beckman  '30.

New  UNC  Provost 


The  newly-appointed  Provost  of 

the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  one  of  those  individuals 
who  are  intellectually  ambidex- 
trous —  he  is  both  a  scientist  and 
a  humanist. 

Kenan  Professor  of  English  C. 
Hugh  Holman,  PC  class  of  1936, 
was  a  chemist  and  physicist  be- 
fore he  became  a  specialist  in 
American  literature. 

His  designation  of  Provost  —  a 
uew  academic  position  at  a  top 
level  in  the  administrative  struc- 
ture in  Chapel  Hill  —  forecasts 
expectation  of  another  forward 
advance  for  the  University  here, 
in  sciences  and  liberal  arts,  in 
teaching  and  research,  and  in 
other  efforts  to  place  the  Univer- 
sity in  the  best  possible  stance  to 
assume  its  role  as  a  "university 
likely  to  emerge"  in  national  rank- 
ing and  service. 

Hugh  Holman  is  equally  at 
home  among  test  tubes  and  poems. 
He  tackles  complicated  formulas 
in  physics  with  the  same  zest  he 
displays  when  he  writes  of  his 
favorite  authors,  Thomas  Wolfe, 
Ernest  Hemingway  and  William 
Faulkner. 

He  has  taught  at  Chapel  Hill 
since  1946.  He  is  author  of  five 
books    and    over    50    articles    on 


literary  subjects.  He  has  served 
the  University  as  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  English,  and  acting 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences.  Before  coming  to  Chapel 
Hill,  he  was  Academic  Dean  of 
Presbyterian  College,  and  taught 
English,  directed  the  college's 
radio  programs  and  was  Director 
of  public  relations.  He  has  both 
B.S.  and  B.A.  degrees  from  Pres- 
byterian College,  and  he  taught 
physics  in  the  Air  Force  during 
World  War  II.  Prof.  Holman  initi- 
ated the  Ford  Foundation-spon- 
sored "Program  in  the  Humani- 
ties" which  enables  outstanding 
young  liberal  arts  faculty  mem- 
bers in  selected  colleges  in  the 
Carolinas  and  Virginia  to  come 
back  to  school  for  a  year,  studying 
on  both  the  campuses  of  Duke 
University  and  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  in  Chapel  Hill. 

To  illustrate  his  rare  interlink- 
ing of  abilities,  Dr.  Holman  deftly 
balances  what  may  seem,  in  other 
people,  opposite  traits: 

1.  Dedicated  to  strict  intellec- 
tual discipline,  he's  a  serious, 
blunt,  firm,  intense  scholar.  Yet, 
he  is  friendly,  light-hearted,  witty 
and  even  gay  in  his  association. 

2.  Holman  is  a  busy  man.  He 


is  a  prodigious  worker.  His  schol- 
arly output,  in  quality  and  num- 
bers, is  astonishing  to  one  taking 
a  look  at  his  production.  His 
teaching  and  administrative  load 
in  the  University  in  the  20  years 
he  has  been  in  Chapel  Hill  has 
been  heavy.  However,  he  does  not 
appear  rushed.  Those  who  consult 
with  him  find  that  he  can  be  re- 
laxed, discursive,  willing  to  take 
all  the  time  necessary  including 
humorous  byways.  He  can  be 
deadly  sober.  He  has  the  gift  of 
laughter. 

3.  Holman  is  a  specialist.  But 
he  is  also  a  generalist.  His  science 
study  and  teaching  and  his  later 
success  in  obtaining  the  Ph.D.  in 
English  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at 
Chapel  Hill  indicate  the  scope  of 
his  capacity.  He  can  express  him- 
self in  the  precise  terms  of  the 
specialist.  He  can  speak  also  in 
popular  and  artistic  images.  Far 
from  being  a  drawback,  his  sci- 
ence background  has  been  a 
launching  pad  for  attainments  in 
literary  analysis  and  criticism. 

4.  He  is  author  of  five  detective- 
mystery  novels,  partly  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  a  literary  agent  advis- 
ing on  construction  of  story  plot. 
His  later  essays  and  textbooks,  on 
the  other  hand,  are  nonmysteri- 
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ous,  and  his  expressions  as  an  ad- 
ministrator and  a  public  speaker 
are  straightforward,  factual,  clear 
and  orderly  in  progression. 

5.  In  his  approach  to  the  three- 
fold tasks  of  a  professor  —  teach- 
ing, research  and  public  service — 
he  finds  no  conflict  within  him- 
self about  which  he  should  do.  He 
does  it  all.  He  doesn't  consider 
teaching,  research,  public  service, 
administration  and  publication  to 
be  separate  entities,  but  each  a 
facet  of  the  same  process  of  pro- 
ducing educated  men  and  women. 
As  a  teacher,  he  is  respected  by 
both  colleagues  and  students. 

6.  A  native  of  Cross  Anchor, 
South  Carolina,  he  is  steeped  in 
the  literature  of  the  region,  and 
affectionately  so.  But  he  is  an 
astute  cosmopolitan.  He  strives 
for  the  highest  standards.  Univer- 
sal quality  and  excellence  are  his 
aspirations. 

7.  Holman  places  stress  on  in- 
dividualism. But  he  also  espouses 
democratic  education  and  oppor- 
tunity for  the  common  man. 
Couched  in  political  -  economic 
terms,  he  could  be  called  both  a 
liberal  and  a  conservative. 

Unique  as  it  may  be  to  have  a 
man  as  Provost  of  the  University 
who  is  simultaneously  right-hand- 


ed and  left-handed,  a  humanist 
and  a  scientist,  a  poet  and  a  real- 
ist, an  industrious  man  with  a 
casual  air,  and  a  scholar  who  ex- 
cels in  the  three  primary  functions 
of  higher  education,  that  is  the 
caliber  of  man  tapped  for  this  high 
academic  post  by  Chancellor  Car- 
lyle  Sitterson. 

In  a  speech  to  the  Faculty  Club 
when  he  was  Dean  of  the  Grad- 
uate School,  Dr.  Holman  said 
there  should  be  no  real  dichotomy 
between  teaching  and  research. 
A  good  university  must  have  both, 
or  it  is  not  a  university.  But  he 
cautioned  faculty  members  to 
achieve  a  balance  between  their 
teaching  and  research  and  publi- 
cation —  and  not  let  one  take  too 
much  from  the  others.  While 
acknowledging  the  need  for  exact 
technical  language  in  communi- 
cating between  professional  col- 
leagues, he  counseled  the  profes- 
sors also  to  be  willing  to  com- 
municate the  complex  in  simple, 
non-technical  words  and  phrases, 
so  that  the  work  of  the  University 
can  be  made  known  more  widely, 
especially  in  information  to  the 
lay  public  who  are  the  supporters 
and  ultimate  beneficiaries  of  high- 
er education. 
He  said  in  a  1963  speech: 

"I  would  not  want  to  sup- 
port the  extravagances  of  rug- 
ged individualism,  but  at  the 
same    time   I   wonder   if   we 
must  surrender  as  much  in- 
dividual  responsibility   in 
order  to  gain  the  good  things 
of  our  present  society." 
Two  months  ago  in  Chapel  Hill, 
Prof.  Holman  reminded  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  students  that  "knowledge 
is  truly  a  seamless  robe."  Fashions 
in    counseling    students    have 
changed,  said  Holman,  from  warn- 
ings in  former  times  to  beware  of 
the  outer  world  to  the  warning 
today  that  too  much  attention  is 
devoted  to  the  "inner  self." 
Holman  said: 

"The  deepest  article  of  our 
human  faith  is  that  the  in- 
dividual is  nothing  without 
an  exterior  world  within 
which  to  work  and  against 
which  to  be  measured,  and 
that  world  is  nothing  except 
as  it  gives  the  individual 
value.  Neither  is  meaningful 


without  the  other.  This  per- 
petual state  of  unstable  equi- 
librium keeps  the  democratic 
man   engaged   in   a   complex 
juggling  act  which  demands 
of   him    courage,   hope,    self- 
confidence  and  a  considerable 
amount    of    agility  . . .  Search 
for  a  meaning  deep  within  the 
person  —  often  on  the  level  of 
the  unconscious  or  even  the 
subconscious  —  can  become  a 
withdrawal  into  a  rapidly  di- 
minishing black  point  of  in- 
wardness, a  massive  dimuni- 
tion  of  self.  In  the  search  for 
that  steadily  retreating  point, 
we    ultimately    impale    our- 
selves on  nothingness." 
Examples  of  the  results  of  ef- 
forts   to    move    away    from    the 
world   into   the   inner   self   were 
presented  by  Dean  Holman — "the 
hallucenogenic  drugs,  the  beatnik 
on  his  pad,  the  clothes  that  say 
'count  me  out,'  the  hysterical  fear 
of  maturity  and  the  frenetic  adul- 
ation of  youth." 

Holman  added:  "The  process  of 
growing  up  is  simply  this  —  that 
we  learn  to  respect  the  world  out- 
side ourselves." 

On  youth  and  maturity,  he 
said: 

"If  feeling  is  youth  and 
knowing  is  maturity,  then  we 
need  to  keep  youth  and  ma- 
turity before  us  as  mutual 
goals  . . .  College  teachers  have 
to  gain  knowledge  and  judg- 
ment without  losing  youth  and 
flexibility  and  enthusiasm. 
They  must  remain  children 
while  they  are  men.  Those 
who  fail  to  continue  to  look 
at  the  world  with  fresh  and 
wondering  eyes  finally  fail  to 
teach.  Scholars,  too,  must  be 
the  same:  freshness,  flexibil- 
ity, freakishness,  foolishness 
— and  courage  and  insouci- 
ance and  recklessness  —  these 
and  the  ability  to  see  the 
world  directly,  despite  all  our 
load  of  theory,  to  value — even 
at  our  nightfall  —  the  early 
morning  dew  of  others,  to 
take  Quixotic  stands,  to  ac- 
cept defeat  without  despair 
and  victory  without  arro- 
gance . . .  The  scholar  must 
gain  knowledge,  system, 
method,  abstraction,  and  yet 
he  must  retain  the  wisdom  of 
little  children."

Newberry  in  the  Thanksgiving  finale,  tied  Lenoir 
Rhyne  for  the  title  with  a  5-2  league  record  and 
ended  the  season  with  a  6-4  overall  mark.  The 
achievement  gained  for  Cally  Gault  the  South  Caro- 
lina "coach-of-the  year"  honors  for  the  second  time 
in  three  years. 

It  was  done  by  a  distinctive  group  of  individuals 
who  prayed  before  each  game  and  afterwards,  too, 
in  the  dressing  room.  But  in-between  they  rocked 
the  earth  with  some  of  the  hardest  licks  ever  passed 
on  Johnson  Field. 

There  was  halfback  Jim  Johnson,  for  example. 
Maintaining  top-honor  grades  in  the  stiff  pre-medical 
program  kept  him  in  the  labs  during  most  practice 
sessions;  but  the  co-captain  from  Georgiana.  Ala., 
started  both  offensively  and  defensively  and  aver- 
aged 5.5  yards-per-carry  in  accumulating  441  yards 
rushing. 

Another  co-captain,  James  Smith  of  Sylvania, 
Ga.,  set  pass-receiving  records  enroute  to  a  season 
total  of  40  receptions  for  521  yards  and  his  career 
accumulation  of  989  yards.  And  John  Monk,  the  third 
co-captain  from  Atlanta,  was  named  all-South  Caro- 
lina middle-guard. 

Or  take  little  Bob  Warren,  president  of  the  PC 
student  body.  This  Allendale,  S.  C,  son  of  alumnus 
T.   Baker  Warren   '26   arrived  on   campus   without 


Warren 
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athletic  aid  and  capped  three  years  of  varsity  star- 
dom as  a  linebacker  by  leading  all  the  rest  in  in- 
dividual tackles. 

Two  team  members  are  ministerial  students 
(Max  Milligan  of  Atlanta  and  Mel  Davis  of  Seneca, 
S.  C.)  and  a  dozen  others  are  members  of  the  Fellow- 
ship of  Christian  athletes,  now  engaged  in  taking 
deputation  teams  to  address  youth  groups  in  sur- 
rounding churches. 

Not  the  least  of  these  are  sophomore  stars  Bill 
Kirtland  of  Miami  and  Dan  Eckstein,  son  of  a  Sal- 
vation Army  major  of  Atlanta. 

Kirtland  led  the  way  offensively  with  his  cool 
aerial  excellence.  He  completed  107  aerials  in  209 
attempts  for  1,322  yards,  16  touchdowns  and  51.2',' 
accuracy.  This  performance  was  good  enough  to  set 
the  PC  season  records  for  both  passing  and  total 
offense. 

Eckstein,  a  sprinter  in  track  and  fastest  man  on 
the  team,  performed  the  most  yeoman  service  of 
all  as  a  defensive  safety  and  a  ball-carrier  capable 
of  rushing  429  yards  in  92  carries  —  and  was  named 
all-conference  both  ways.  Fullback  Sam  Williams  of 
Monroeville,  Ala.,  finished  with  442  in  122  tries. 

Then,  there  was  versatile  Richard  Reed  of  Co- 
lumbus, Ga.  Nursing  a  busted  elbow  throughout  the 
season,  this  sure-fingered  end,  nevertheless,  managed 
to  catch  36  passes  for  515  yards,  seven  touchdowns 
and  one  two-point  conversion.  His  sure  toe  added 
14  extra-point  boots  (in  18  tries)  and  one  field  goal 
to  build  his  total  point-collection  for  the  year  to 
61,  top  scorer  by  far.  Reed  also  handled  the  punting 
well  enough  to  average  34.5  yards-per-kick. 

There  were  other  alumni  sons  like  Shell  Dula 


Reed 
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(Mrs.  Madelyn  Adair  Dula  '35  of  Laurens),  Jack 
McCaskill  (John  J.  McCaskill  '35  of  Orlando,  Fla.) 
and  Tommy  Johnson  (Mrs.  Clarice  Wells  Johnson 
'41  of  Clinton) .  And  a  great  tackle  trio  in  Sam  Lyons 
of  Atlanta,  Tommy  Campbell  of  Dillon,  S.  C,  and 
Eddie  Walker  of  Forest  Park,  Ga.  When  injuries 
struck,  inexperienced  sophomores  and  freshmen 
filled  the  gap,  and  sophomore  Bob  McNair — son  of 
the  South  Carolina  governor — ran  at  reserve  half- 
back. 

The  spirit  present  was  personified  in  the  all- 
alumni  coaching  staff  headed  by  Cally  Gault  '48 
and  his  assistant  athletic  director,  Billy  Tiller  '55, 
and  including  Joe  Nixon  '63  and  Bob  Waters  '60, 
fresh  from  the  professional  ranks. 
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Waters    Added Tiller   Promoted 

Bob  Waters  '60,  former  Blue  Hose  star  and 
quarterback  with  the  professional  San  Francisco 
'Forty  Niners  for  five  years,  is  the  new  addition  to 
the  coaching  staff  this  year. 

He  arrived  this  fall  as  part  of  the  general  re- 
alignment that  saw  Billy  Tiller  '55  promoted  to  asso- 
ciate athletic  director. 

A  native  of  Slyvania,  Ga.,  Waters  played  for 
three  years  at  PC  and  led  the  team  to  the  1960  Tan- 
gerine Bowl.  He  had  been  with  San  Francisco  since 
graduation.  Waters'  job  as  assistant  coach  in  charge 
of  quarterbacks  and  pass  offense  showed  up  this 
season  with  the  new  records  established  in  this  area. 
He  also  assists  with  recruiting  and  directs  the  col- 
lege intramural  program. 

Billy  Tiller,  veteran  staff  member  and  top  assist- 
ant to  Athletic  Director  Cally  Gault,  continues  his 
duties  as  line  coach  and  chief  recruiter.  In  his  new 
capacity,  he  also  works  closely  with  ticket  sales,  the 
Walter  Johnson  Club  and  equipment  purchasing.  A 
Mayesville,  S.  C,  native  and  1955  graduate,  Tiller 
coached  in  high  school  and  served  in  the  army  before 
joining  the  staff  in  1962. 


Fast-Break  Cagers 

A  small  fast-breaking  team  tries  to  bring  PC 
its  first  winning  basketball  season  in  seven  years. 
As  usual,  the  big  hurdles  are  inexperience  and  lack 
of  height,  but  Coach  Art  Musselman  hopes  to  make 
it  on  dash  and  hustle. 

Two  juniors  who  paced  last  year's  squad  that 
posted  a  5-18  record  lead  the  current  squad  as  co- 
captains.  They  are  guard  Ken  Martin,  top  scorer  with 
a  16  point  average,  and  forward  Richard  Quillen,  a 
14.7  scorer  and  ace  rebounder. 

Richard's  younger  brother,  Bobby  Quillen,  is  one 
of  two  freshmen  to  crash  the  starting  lineup  at  the 
other  guard  position.
